wool American Merino is the most desita- 
ble type we can tegin with as a foundation 
for flocks in the Northwest. These sheep 
have larger and coarser frames than the 
ordinary fine-wool Merino. Their fleeces 
are of the quality known as delvine wool, 
and are comparatively long and. silky in 
fibre. This type of sheep is largely bred in 
Kansas, Nebraska, lowa and Wisconsin. 
This wool brings nbout the highest price, 
and does not come into competitien with 
the finerwooled sheep of Avetralia and the 
Pacific slope. An idea may be formed of 
their value in régard to both carcass and 
‘eece by the following : 

“At a sheep shearing held this season 
in Butler county, some of the sheep there 
shown gave the following results of a test 
trial: One buck—live weight, 192 lbs; 


weight of flecce after shearing, Mtg [bs. 
One buck—weight, 186 Ibs; fleece, 27% 
lbs. One buck--weight, 152 Ibs ; fleece, 
29 lbs. Ewes were of lighter weight in 
proportion, but gave good fleeces. One 
ewe—weight, 137 lbs ; fleece, 20 lbs.
